TO COLLECTOR 


IS RLOUIRLD 


Collector Expects to Be Able 
to Supply Banks With 
Blanks For Statements 


INTERNAL REVENUE 
GIVEN EXPLANATION 


Obligation to Obey the Law Is 
Placed Directly Upon 
Each Individual 


“ Every person with an income 
of $1000 or more per year must 
make a report to my office, even if 
he has exemptions. 
“ It is every individual’s obliga­ 
tion to know that he has to make 
a report, if his income 
Is 
over 
$1000 in 1917. 
“ The penalties must be enforc­ 
ed. 
Through the co-operation of 
the banks. I hope to have informa­ 
tion concerning the new war reve­ 
nue measure reach out to men 
and women who otherwise might 
fail to report and wno would be 
subjected to penalties.”

' Tile old internal revenue measure j 
of 1913 was comparatively simple,” 
said he. 
‘ W ar lias forced the neces­ 
sity of further taxation. 
R e m ember, 
however, that the Government is not 
forcing taxci> upon 
you. 
You, 
tile 
people, are 
doing 
this 
yourselves. 
Your representatives at 
Washington 
have decreed that these taxes be col-) 
letted. 
“ The war measure is going to work 
some 
unintentional 
haidsliips. 
The 
United States does not have to inform 
its people of the pan age of 
a 
law. 
The people must know tile law, and 
must meet it. 
It is the individual's 
duty to meet his obligation to the 
Government, in the payment of these 
taxes. 
“ Some of you have been in the habit 
of receiving blanks, mailed from my 
office. 
The mailing of those blanks is 
not* obligatory ujion us. 
It is merely 
an accommodation. 
Failure 
to 
re­ 
ceive a blank is no excuse. 
It its your 
duty as individuals to get a blank, fill 
it out and get it to my office* within 
the prescribed time.” 
Must Bs In January 
Under the new income law, these 
reports upon the income for 1917 must 
be turned in to Collector Carter before 
the end of January. 
The collector urged the banks to 
have their tellers speak to men and 
women when they come to the win­ 
dows of the bank, and ask them if 
they have made their reports. 
He 
said that he expects to be able to 
provide every bank with blanks to be 
given out to any person asking for 
them 
The bank knows fairly well 
whether or not a customer's income 
is over $1000, and the bank shouM 
make it its duty to see that its cus­ 
tomer makes a report and does not 
subject himself to the inevitable pen­ 
alty for failure to report. 
"E v e n though he has not time to 
work out a correct statement of his 
income," said Carter, “ get him to sign 
something and get it into my 
office. 
lf any paper with a signature that 
shows that the person tried to comply 
is in my office, I shall not enforce the 
penalty upon him.” 
• 
This last point was forcefully stat­ 
ed a number of times by Carter dur­ 
ing his address. 
Up to Employers 
“ Employers can help a lot,” caid he.

iran of small income who is most 
likely to pass by this matter without 
giving it the slightest thought. Under 
this law the man who earns $3.50 a 
day and works 300 days a year must 
rejiort. 
“ An unmarried man 
without 
any 
legal dependents who lias an income 
of over $1000 must pay the tax. The 
married man has an 
exemption 
of 
$2000 and $200 additional for each de­ 
pendent minor child. 
The widow or 
widower with one minor child has an 
exemption of $2000, with $200 addi­ 
tional exemption for each child. Each 
of these persons, the 
married 
man, 
widow and widower, must report if 
his or her income is over $1000, but 
no. tax will be required unless the in­ 
come is over the amount of the ex­ 
emption.” 
Carter pointed out the fact that the 
old income tax law im si ill in effect . 
That is, the man with an income of 
$3i)00 or more must pay just the s a m e 
as he has done since 1913 upon 
that 
income. 
Jn addition and separately 
lie must pay under the new income 
tax law, just as though tile old law 
did not. exist. 
Some Deductions 
Collector Carter detailed 
some 
of 
the deductions that may legitimately 
be made from a gross income, inter­ 
cut paid by the person, for instance, 
can be deducted. 
Losses in the trade 
in which the person is engaged can 
be deducted, bm losses 
by 
outside 
speculations, 
such as 
a 
flier 
in 
stocks, cannot, be deducted. 
Certain 
depreciations can be taken 
oft 
for 
tools and machinery. 
Generally all 
minor farm too'ji are taken oft as a 
loss the year of the purchase. Larger 
pieces of machinery, such as a thresh­ 
er, are to be counted oft by deprecia­ 
tion year by year. 
The collector 
discussed 
the 
re­ 
quirements of revenue stamps upon 
notes and 
Block 
certificates. 
One 
point brought cut 
was 
that 
every 
proxy given iii a corporation mum 
bear a ten-cent stamp. 
Partnerships do not make a return 
as a partnership, but each member of 
the partnership must make a return 
for his share in the partnership.”
